Firemen from half a dozen area 
companies battled an apartment fire in 
Rahns for more than two hours Sunday 
morning before bringing the ñames 
under control. There were no injuries in 
the blaze, but 24 persons reportedly were 
left homeless. The cause of the fire, 
which resulted in more than $75,000 
damage, still hasn’t been determined.

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24 left homeless in $75,000 Rahns blaze

Twenty-four persons were left homeless 
Sunday after fire swept through an apartment 
building in Rahns causing damages in excess of 
$75,000. 
Fire officials are probing the cause of the fire 
which badly damaged the structure at Routes 113 
and 29 around 7: 30 a. m. 
William Patterson, First Assistant Chief of the 
Perkiomen Fire Co., said It took about 125 
volunteers from six area companies two hours to 
get the blaze under control. It took another four 
hours to clean up the debris. 
Traffic on Routes 113 and 29 was detoured for 
the duration of the fire. 


There were no injuries reported. The now- 
homeless victims of the fire sought comfort at 
the homes of friends and relatives, Patterson 
said.Patterson said the fire began in the second 
floor apartment of an unidentified man who 
reportedly awakened to see a chair on fire in his 
room. 
He roused his neighbors who phoned the fire 
department and alerted the other tenants. 
When firemen arrived, the second and third 
floors of the building were engulfed in flames. 
Firemen were hampered by the lack of 
hydrants in the area. They reportedly had to 
depend on the water brought in by tankers, and 
water pumped out of the nearby Perkiomen 


Creek. 
Officials said they ran hoses into the creek, 
located about a thousand feet away, and used 
pumpers to get the water to the hoses. 
Volunteers from the Perkiomen, Collegeville, 
Trappe, Lower Frederick, Limerick and Lower 
Providence fought the fire through the billowing 
smoke. 
The Trappe Rescue Squad ambulance was on 
hand with oxygen for firemen who were over­ 
come by the smoke. 
According to a witness at the scene, the 
pumpers couldn’t bring in the water from the 
creek fast enough to fight the flames. Often the 
hoses ran dry as firem.an waited for another 
surge of creek water. 
Bombing wave hits Spain 


Lower Frederick firemen used their aerial 
ladder to send water to the roof of the burning 
building. Trappe firemen used their work truck 
which shoots a stream of water high in the air, to 
douse the rooftop blaze from the ground. 
After two hours, the fire was declared under 
control. 
Firemen remained on the scene until 1 p.m., 
wetting down smouldering timbers, cleaning up 
debris and looking for clues. 
“We are still investigating the cause of the 
fire,” said Patterson, who was acting fire chief 
Sunday. “It could have been a lot of things.” 
The building, which formerly housed the 
Rahns post office, is owned by Ralph Alderfer of 
Spuderton.

MADRID, Spain (UPI) 
— A nationwide wave of 
bombings hit Spain 
Sunday on the 40th an­ 
niversary of the military 
uprising that started the 
Spanish Civil War and 
established the regime of 
the late Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco. 
Police were put on 
alert throughout the 
capital. Seven people 
were injured in the 
bombings and one man 
was shot to death when 


he disregarded an order 
to halt, authorities said. 
At least 14 bombs 
exploded in the early 
m orning hours at 
government buildings or 
monuments in Madrid, 
B arcelona, Bilbao, 
Segovia and other cities. 
T he re also w e re 
numerous firebombings. 
Right-wing groups 
have protested the 
governm ent’s deem­ 
phasis of the July 18 
holiday, which under 


Franco was the most 
solemn civic occasion of 
the year. 
No groups claimed 
responsibility, but one 
high government official 
said an extremist left- 
wing or anarchist faction 
— “someone who is 
against the regime of 
July 18” — must have 
planned the attacks. 
Police said simply they 
were ‘‘investigating,”

Kidnapers elude police manhunt 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. 
(UPI) — Police scoured 
California and Nevada 
Sunday for three armed 
men who kidnaped 26 
children and their bus 
driver and sealed them 
underground in a van for 
16 hours before they dug 
their way to freedom. 
The widening of the 
search to Nevada came 
as the wanted trio eluded 
the biggest dragnet in 
California history. It 
focused on the area 
around Livermore, 
Calif., 100 miles nor­ 
thwest of here, wfiere the 
heroic driver, Frank 
Edward Ray, 55, dragged 
the children, aged 5 to 15, 
to safety from the buried, 
tomb-like trailer-truck 
located in a rock quarry. 


The chief clues to the 
identification of the trio 
— composite drawings of 
two suspects by a deputy 
sheriff aided by two of 
the children, Jeffrey 
Brown, 10, and his sister 
Jennifer, 9 — were 
released Sunday by law 
enforcement officials. 
One shows a white male 
with short, dark hair, 
thick eyebrows, puffy 
eyelids and pimples. 
“He has kind of a pug 
nose that’s wide — sort of 
flattened out as though 
broken,” the Alameda 
•County S h e r i f f ’s 
Department said. “The 
chin is strong-featured 
and broad. The lips are 
average size. It’s a good 
c o i posite. Meanwhi le, 
we’re spreading the 


search throughout all of 
California and Nevada, 
But we still have no leads 
as to the motive.” 
Jeffrey said the second 
sketched suspect, who 
wore a hat, was “a 
scra wny little fellow with 
a pillow stuffed in his 
shirt to make him look 
fat.” He wore eyeglasses 
over his stocking mask. 
Madera County Sheriff 
Ed Bates and some 
children said there was a 
possibility of a fourth 
kidnaper. He said the 
abductors apparently 
plotted the kidnaping 
carefully but had no 
chance to follow through 
on a planned ransom 
demand because of fast 
FBI and police action. 
Bates said he has “good, 


legitimate” clues about 
the kidnapers. 
In the 21 churches of 
Chowchilla, special 
prayers of thanks were 
offered Sunday for the 
safe return of the 
children. “Overall, more 
people turned out today 
in the religion of their 
choice than ever 
before...” said Lloyd 
Willden of the local 
Mormon Church. 
The nightmarish or­ 
deal, which ended 
Saturday when the 
children and Ray were 
returned by bus to their 
homes in this San 
Joaquin farming com­ 
munity of 5,500, began

“ I don’t see how it could be our guys,” said 
URW Official George Ruyak, “ unless we 
have a couple of goofies”. 
And he could be right. The “ goofies” could 
be outside agitators brought in for one 
purpose— to ignite an already flammable 
situation. 
But regardless if the vandals are imported 
goons or rank and file Firestone employes, 
their brick throwing, tire slashing antics are 
doing nothing to improve the situation. 
Do the wives and children of the strikers 
care if a supervisor’s car is ruined? No! 
their main interest is having their husbands 
get back to work, to bring home 
enough 
money to put food on the table and clothes on 
their backs. 
The vandals 
may get a brief sense of 
warped satisfaction from their antics, but it 
will serve no useful purpose in settling the 
issues. 
If you want a settlement, then get to the 
root of the problem. Get the bargainers on 
both sides to lock themselves in a room, and 
don’t come out until a settlement has been 
hammered out. 
Fourteen weeks is too long to go without 
work. Neither side will gain anything from 
this strike. The only hope is to salvage 
whatever remains. 
But you can’t do it by throwing bricks.

Square Road, who are tired of looking at 
gaping potholes and a washboard street. 
They’ve been complaining to PennDOT (who 
hasn’t? ) many months, and this week finally 
drew up a petition. 
—Upper Providence residents aren’t in the 
mood for playing a new numbers game. 
They received a notice with their tax bills, 
giving each resident a house number. It 
doesn’t seem like such a big thing until you 
realize many of these homes had a rural 
delivery route or another number given by 
the post office years ago.

Because even after the 
study is completed, state law will require 
medical center tests of its boiler twice a 
year.

It lost its collar and license 
somewhere in its travels. 
It took Lang a week to

Talks get under way at 
the other companies later 
this week in descending 
order of size: Ford Motor 
Co. on Tuesday, Chrysler 
Corp. on Wednesday and 
American Motors Corp. 
on Thursday. 
The task of reaching 
new three-year accords 
begins with both sides 
voicing confidence that 
peaceful settlements can 
be reached 
without a 
national strike for the 
first time since 1964. The 
UAW hit Chrysler for 
nine days in 1973 and 
s t a g e d 
t w o - m o n t h 
walkouts at GM in 1970 
and Ford in 1967. 


New contracts for the 
UAW, which is the second 
largest 
independent 
union 
in 
the 
United 
States, will 
replace 
current pacts 
which 
expire Sept. 14-15. 
The 
union 
says the 
issue of jobs — how to 
c r e a t e 
t h e m 
and 
preserve them — will be 
the dominant issue in 
1976 to provide workers

dustry slump. 
More than 
200,000 
workers 
found 
them­ 
selves 
unemployed 
in 
1974 and 1975, when the 
effects of the 
energy 
crisis 
and 
econom ic 
recession 
sent 
Detroit 
tumbling into its worst

decades. 
Most of the wounds

Industry 
sales

Border tension increases 
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TIJUANA,

Recent incidents along 
the border prompted the 
call for militiamen to

citizens camped on the 
beaches. 
The patrols went into

HARRISBURG (AP) 
— Hundreds of motor­ 
cyclists assem bled 
Sunday at the state 
Capitol to protest the 
Pennsylvani a 1 a w 
requiring them to wear 
helmets. 
They emphasized that 
helmets should be worn 
as a matter of choice for 


anyone over 18, and they 
insisted that helmets 
were in many ways 
unsafe. 
Harrisburg residents 
appeared startled during 
the demonstration as a 
mile-long procession of 
helmetless riders — led 
by a state police cruiser 
— rumbled illegally 


through city streets. 
State police Lt. Francis 
McCann estimated there 
were between 800 and 
1,000 bikes in the 
procession. He said there 
were no problems axcept 
that the unexpectedly 
large turnout made it 
difficult to fit all the 
motorcycles into the one- 


mile procession route. 
There were only a few 
apparent members of 
outlaw motorcycle gangs 
present, and they 
maintained a relatively 
low profile. Police

to hear that Pottstown's

“ T hat’s all?” said a 
clerk in the Norristown 
water office with obvious 
shock when told of the 
meager amount of money 
outstanding in Pottstown. 
“ You’re so lucky! ’’ 
Pottstown’s 
answer? 
According

L eister, 
w ater 
office 
supervisor, it’s as clear 
as water itself . 
“ You shut it off.” 
Shutoffs, however, are 
not popular. When an 
elderly widow died last 
winter near Pittsburgh 
after her utilities were 
halted, the Public Utility 
C om m ission 
saddled 
municipal 
governments 
w ith 
re stric tio n s 
on 
turning off water and 
gas, 
Recently, Leister said, 
those restrictions have 
been loosened, but he still 
shies 
away 
from 
the 
deprivation tactic. 
“ It’s the worst part of 
my job,” Lesiter says 
w i t h 
a 
n o t e 
o f 
resignation. But it works, 
“They almost always 
pay within 48 hours.’’ he 
said.

clerk, about a quarter of 
the debtors had come up 
with the cash by deadline 
time. 


Friday afternoon 
she 
said she was swamped 
w i t h 
1 a s t - m i n u t e 
payments. 
“ People who haven't 
paid in years came up 
with $400, $600, even $800. 
They all had it but they 
try to call your bluff until 
the last minute.” 
T he 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
stubborn deadbeat is the 
one who subscribes to 
sewer 
only, 
and 
not 
water, Leister said. The 
borough cannot flush him 
out with a shutoff. And 
the 
only 
recourse 
is 
placing a lien against his 
property. 


A lien means that a 
person cannot sell his 
home until the bill is 
paid. Added onto the bill 
is an $18 charge for the 
lien plus interest on the 
$18. 
Still, there are only two 
area persons with liens 
on their property. One is 
in Lower Pottsgrove and 
the other in Upper Pott­ 
sgrove. They are both 
sewer-only subscribers. 


In Norristown, the only 
threat to the non-payer 
was the lien. But it was a

On the card is the 
warning, “ Draw water 
sufficient for your needs 
before shutoff." 


In June, Leister shut

says, is the unenviable

But as wrestling 
and track coach in the 
senior high, he wants to 
stop from 
ruining an 
athletic career.” 
It is not a common 
problem in Phoenixville 
schools, Jackson said, 
but “ it has happened. I 
have seen alcohol ruin 
lives.” 
The problem is that 
kids are not aware of 
what sneaking a six-pack 
can do, said Jackson. 
There is the chance of

getting arrested, the 
chance of crashing a car 
and the chance of getting 
kicked out of school. 
“ Talking on 
their 
level,” said Jackson, "is 
going to help a lot more 
than throwing them off 
the team. I'm not going to 
ruin their lives.

If he 
is drinking, there has to 
be a reason.” 
J o h n 
K e s s l e r , 
education coordinator for 
the 
county council, ex­ 
plains "the vast majority 
of teen-agers have had at 
least one drink by the 
time they have reached 


seventh grade.” 
National 
surveys 
suggest up to nine per 
cent of teen-age drinkers 
may already be abusing 
alcohol. 


"More than eight per 
cent have at least one 
alcohol-a busing parent. 
Teachers 
must 
be 
prepared to deal with 
their reality,*’ said 
Kessler. 
J a c k s o n 
joined 
t e a c h e r s 
f r o m 
throughout 
Chester 
County in the 15-week 
course which ended June 
30. He said his idea to 


take the course came 
from 
coaching 
ex­ 
perience, where he sees 
and try* to help with "a 
lo t 
of 
p e r s o n a l 
problems.” 
The first part of the 
course was a history of 
alcoholism, 
which 
Jackson said was in­ 
teresting but "that is not 
going to help me help a 
kid.” That portion will 
probably find its way into 
his elementary school 
health education classes.

contends 
drinking is "not any

Jackson's ideal is to

reach the student before 
the rest of the school 
administration. "I can

The course taught him 
a 
better method 
for 
helping students "than 
reading school rules and 
all that nonsense. That is 
just an establishment 
way. They just want the 
rules followed. I don't 
want to see the kid hurt 
himself.” 
The most

students, said Jackson, is 


thatsimply because 
drinking is easy to get 
away with is no reason to 
keep drinking. 
" I want them to realize 
they don't have to jump 
into the whole aspect of 
life right away.

JERUSALEM í AP) - 
Israel decided Sunday to 
initial an agreement with 
the United States for two 
nuclear power stations 
promised to Israel by 
former 
President 
Richard M. Nixon two 
years ago. 
The cabinet decided at 
a weekly meeting to 
instruct Israel’s am­ 
bassador to Washington, 
Sim cha Dinitz, to initial 
the draft agreement. 
The agreement covers 
“ cooperation 
between 
the Israel 
and U.S. 
governments on civilian 
use of nuclear energy and 
building of nuclear power 
reactors.” according to 
an announcement. The 
agreement 
specifies 
conditions under which 
the reactors would be 
built and supervised, the 
announcement 
said. 
Details 
were 
not 
disclosed. 
The two stations will 
have a total generating 
capacity 
of 
1,970 
megawatts and will cost 
an estimated $2 billion. 
When Nixon visited in 
the Middle East in June 
1974, he promised both 
Israel and Egypt that the 
United States 
would 
supply them with nuclear 
reactors in what was 
widely regarded as an 
inducement for them to 
continue disengaging 
their forces in the Sinai. 
Egypt has signed a 
letter of intent to buy a 
nuclear reactor from the 
Westing house Corp. of 
the United States and 
consented to safeguards 
to ensure that the nuclear 
products of the reactor 
are not used for military 
p u rp o s e s . 
The 
safeguards will be en­ 
forced 
by 
the 
In­ 
ternational 
Atomic 
Energy Agency. 
Egypt has signed the 
nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty prohibiting the 
spread

weapons. 
But Israel, 
which already has two 
atomic reactors, has not 
signed the treaty, saying 
it would only do so under 
an over-all 
Mideast 
peace agreement. There

Blair Griffith 
is feuding with his boss in 
Washington on how the

Griffith says Richard 
Thornburgh, who heads 
the Justice Department’s 
crim inal 
division, 
is 
about to close the Pitt­ 
sburgh Strike Force, a 
special unit whose prime 
target 
is 
underworld 
activity. 
I r oni cal l y, 
it 
was 
Thornburgh who asked 
for a strike force here 
when he was the U.S. 
attorney and Griffith was 
his first assistant. 
Griffith 
says to cut 
manpower or dose the 
unit entirely will severely 
weaken efforts to ferret 
out organized crime. 
‘ ‘ I 
f e e l 
t h a t ’ s 
something we can t live 
with,” he said in an in­ 
terview. “ It’s a poor law 
enforcement decision.” 
In 
a 
telephone 
in­ 
terview, Thornburgh said 
the strike force is being 
reduced, 
but 
that 
no 
decision has been made 
about shutting it down 


completely. 
At its peak, the Pitt­ 
sburgh Strike Force had 
nine members. Recently, 
that was cut to five, and 
under the latest plan, will 
be further trimmed to 
three or four. 
“ We have no desire 
whatsoever to reduce the 
pressure on organized 
crime in western Penn­ 
sylvania," 
Thornburgh 
sai d.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The elderly poor are 
more likely to become 
crime victims if they live 
in the same low-income 
housing projects with 
num erous children, 
according to a govern­ 
m ent-funded study 
released Sunday. 
The book-length report, 
prepared by New York 
City architect Oscar 
Newman, suggested that 
children and old people 
irritate each other and 
should never be mixed in 
the same apartment 
buildings. 
Newman’s research 
was financed with 
$104,062 from the Law 
Enforcement Assistance 
A dm inistration and 
$50,000 from the 
Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 
The work was intended to 
help planners and ar­ 
chitects design housing 
projects in ways which 
will reduce crime. 
N e w m a n 
i s 
a 
recognized authority in 
the field although his 
earlier works have 
produced some con­ 
troversy among law 
enforcement and housing 
specialists. 
In the latest report, 
Newman concluded that 
“putting different age 
groups or different life­ 
styles together may not 
produce the utopia 
predicted.” 
He noted that many 
d e v e l o p e r s h a v e 
designed projects for a 
mix of older, retired 
people and young 
fa m ilies with children. 
The theory is that the old 
would be enlivened by 
their contacts with 
children and that the 
children would benefit 
from the wisdom of the 
elderly. 
But in communities of 
strangers, it doesn’t work 
out that way, Newman 
lamented. 
“The respect for the 
elderly by children and 
young adults in these 
c i r c u m s t a n c e s is 
minimal,” he wrote. 
“The relationship may 
actually become openly 
hostile if there is a racial 


difference between the 
very young and the very 
old.” 
Newman quoted Harry 
Fia Ik in, an official of the 
New York City Housing 
Authority, as saying that 
elderly residents of city 
housing projects were 
crime victims SM times 
as much as other 
residents. “When white 
elderly were a minority 
living aong black 
families with teen-age 
children, crime against 
the elderly climbed to 
five times the average,” 
Newman reported. 
On the other hand, 
Newsman said, ‘‘the 
tolerance among the 
elderly for noise and 
activity generated by 
children and young 
adults who are unrelated 
to them is next to 
nonexistent. 
“Children want areas 
they can run around in, 
yell, throw a ball — ac­ 
tivities that frighten and 
antagonize the elderly 
f* 
T h e 
a r c h i t e c t 
suggested that young 
people in low-income 
housing projects are 
responsible for thefts and 
vandalism directed at 
their elderly neighbors. 
“In low -and moderate- 
ncome housing mem­ 
bers of the resident 
population themselves 
often prey upon their 
neighbors,” he con­ 
tinued. 
That’s not because 
there are more criminals 
among the poor, but 
because the criminals 
“are so unskilled that 
they engage in burglary', 
muggings and mailbox 
theft among their neigh­ 
bors’ rather than more 
sop h i stic a t e d white- 
collar crimes,” he said. 
N e w m a n 
a l s o 
suggested that teen­ 
agers in fatherless 
families often are beyond 
the control of their 
mothers. In develop­ 
ments with a great many 
families headed by 
women, there also are 
n u m e r m o u s m a 1 e 
visitors and this con­ 
trib u te s to crim e, 
Newman suggested. 


CCC alumni recall 
advantages of plan 


GROTON, Vt. (AP) — 
In a day when politicians 
are calling for full em­ 
ployment, a group of 
former Civilian Con­ 
servation Corps workers 
gathered during the 
weekend to reminisce 
about the program which 
helped get them through 
the Depression. 
Perry Merrill, Ver­ 
mont state forester in 
1933 when the CCC began, 
looked over the camp­ 
sites, log shelters, dirt 
roads and swimming 
areas in front of him. 
“Never would have 
done it without them," he 
smiled. “They were just 
city boys — unfed and 
having a hard time. You 
just couldn’t find a job 
anywhere. They learned 
how to work here.” 
Merrill, now 82, said 
Vermont had 22 CCC 
camps, each with a crew 
of 200 young men. Most 
were teenagers and from 
the city. They volun­ 
teered for the CCC to 
have a job, and in the 
process built many of the 
nation's parks. 
“They signed up for 
six-month hitches and got 
$30 a month. But $25 of it 
was sent back home 
directly to their parent- 
1,” Merrill said. 
Earl Porter, 73, 
rem em bered he was 
foreman of a crew that 
put telephone lines 
through the wilderness. 
“We worked during the 
day, and the Army 


provided the housing and 
food,” said Porter, sit­ 
ting on a bench in a large 
log shelter built by his 
workers in 1935. 
The informal reunion 
did not mark any special 
date.

Six die in fire set by arsonist 
DETROIT (UPI) - A 
fire set by an arsonist 
S u n d a y killed six 
members of the same 
family, five of them 
children, in a crowded 
two-story home on the 
city’s southwest side. 
Police questioned two 
youths in connection with 
the fire, the worst arson 
incident in the city’s 
history. There were 
reports the family had 
been feuding with neigh­ 
bors, but police did not 
say what involvement the 
youths had in the case. 
Investigators said 
unspecified evidence at 
the scene and reports of 
glass breaking just 
before the flames 
erupted led to the arson 
ruling. 
Five of the victims 
were sleeping in upstairs 
bedrooms in the aging 
frame house when the 
flames broke out, and 
another was on the first 
floor. They died almost 
instantly. 
Two other occupants 
were seriously burned, 
and six others escaped 
serious injury. 
The dead were children 
of either Mary Broome, 
46, or her son Edward 
Broome, 22. Mrs. Broome 


was listed in serious 
condition at Detroit 
General and her son, 
Edward, was in serious 
c o n d i t i o n in t he 
University of Michigan 
Hospital burn unit in Ann 
Arbor. 
Mrs. Broome lost 
Kenney, 20, David, 14, 
Tommy, 13, and Richard. 
9. Broome’s two boys, 
Eddie, 4, and Michael, 3, 
were also killed. 
Those not seriously 
hurt were Mrs. Broome’s 
daughters Patty, 16; 
Brenda 15; Jeanette, 10; 
an unidentified boyfriend 
of P a t t y ; 
Edwar d 
Broome’s wife Arma, 


and their daughter, 
Jeannie. 
All 14 people lived in 
the house nestled in a 
deteriorating residential 
area. Mrs. Broome was 
sleeping on the living 
room couch and Edward 
and Arma Broome were 
in the basement. 
“The fire was i tense 
and fast,” Police Lt. 
Robert Hislop said. 
“That’s what leads us to 
think it was arson. 
“The ones upstairs 
didn’t have a chance. The 
heat was so intense that 
one breath of it would 
collapse a lung and kill 
you in a matter of 
seconds.”

12 hurt in Israeli bombing

TEL AVIV, Israel 
(UPI) — A tin food can 
packed with explosives 
and nails blew up inside a 
bus carrying more than 
40 passengers in a Tel 
Aviv suburb Sunday in 
what police suspect was 
an attack by Arab 
terrorists. 
The national radio said 
twelve Arabs and Jews 
were injured, one of them 
seriously. 
Observers said the 
bombing apparently was 
in reprisal for the Israeli 
commando strike into 
Uganda July 4 to rescue 
more than 100 persons 
being held hostage by 
pro-Palestinian hijackers 
of an Air France jetliner. 
P o l i c e s o u r c e s 
s p e c u 1 a t e d 
t h e 
homemade time bomb 
was to have been planted 
at the busy central bus 
station in Tel Aviv, but 
went off prematurely. It 


had been stowed on a 
luggage rack. 
The explosion shat­ 
tered windows and 
caused other heavy 
damages to the bus on the 
way to Tel Aviv from 
Kfar Saba, an eastern 
suburb near the Triangle 
area along the old border 
with Jordan, a region 
heavily populated by 
Arabs. 
Nine Jews and three 
Arabs were hurt in the 
blast outside the Rama 
movie theater in the 
suburb of Ramat Gan. 
The injured Arabs and 
thre e other Arab 
passengers were held 
under police observation. 
Police later put out an 
alert for a thin youth 
reported by other 
passengers to have 
gotten off at a stop before 
the bomb exploded. They 
said 100 grams (3.5 
ounces) of explosive 


matter was inside the 
can, which w a s detonated 
by two electric batteries 
connected to a watch 
with wires. 
The bus carried more 
than 4p passengers, 
about half of them Arabs, 
on their way to jobs in Tel 
Aviv. Sunday is a normal 
business day in Israel. 
“It is a suspected 
terrorist attack,” a 
police spokesman said. 
Simcha Wallace, the 
bus driver, said he had 
checked the bus before 
beginning the run to Tel 
Aviv and found nothing 
suspicious. 
“At about 6:35 a.m. I 
heard a blast from the 
middle of the bus,” he 
said. “There was a lot of 
confusion.”
